Funds  for  'explicit'  sex  ed  cut  in  Trump  budget 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  -  Teen  pregnancy 
prevention  programs  that  advocate  the 
use  of  contta<^tive8  have  been  notified 
by  the  administration  of  U.S.  President 
Donald  Tnunp  that  their  federal  fund¬ 
ing  will  be  'nit  by  more  than  $200  mil¬ 
lion  annually. 

Ascend,  formerly  the  National  Ab¬ 
stinence  Question  Association,  laud¬ 
ed  the  cuts  ns  appropriate  given  the 
“controversial  and  explicit’  nature  of 
some  sex  education  programs  used  in 
public.schools. 

The  cuts  signal 
a  concern  over  pro¬ 
grams  that  many 
parents  and  school 
administrators  have 
found  to  be  controver¬ 
sial  and  explicit,’  said 
Ascend  executive  di¬ 
rector  Mary  Anne  Mo- 
saclc  from  the  otgani-  aaoSACK 
zation's  headquarters 
in  Washington,  D.C. 

“These  programs  were  held  up  as 
model  programs  for  the  country,  but 
we  found  that  in  many  rewds  th^  did 
not  have  the  required  body  of  research 
behind  them  to  be  considered  model 
programs.  It's  not  surprising  to  me 
that  these  cuts  have  taken  place,’  she 
pointed  out. 

The  cuts  will  not  take  full  effect 
until  next  year,  according  to  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  (HHS). 

“On  July  1,  HHS  awarded  8i  con¬ 
tinuations  for  Teen  Pregnanm'  Preven¬ 
tion  Program  grant  awards,  an  HHS 
spokesperson  told  Baptist  Press  (BP). 
“All  of  the^e  grantees  were  jdven  a  proj¬ 
ect  end  date  of  June  30, 2018.  The  Pres¬ 
ident's  20t8  Budget  eliminated  fund¬ 
ing  for  the  Teen  Pregnancy  Prevention 
Program,  so  our  grants  office  informed 
the  grantees  of  their  June  30,^20 18,  end 
date,  to  give  them  an  opiwttunity  to  ad¬ 
just  their  programs  and  plan  for  an  or- 
de^  closeout.’ 

■rtie  Teen  Pregnancy  Prevention 
Program  is  an  “evidence-bas^  pro¬ 
gram  that  funds  diverse  organirations 
rworking  to  prevent  teen  pregnancy 
across  the  Ijnited  States.”  according 
to  the  HHS  website.  At  least  some  prt)- 
gram  initiatives  seek  to  increase  the 
frequency  with  which  teens  iiw  con- 
■  traception  during  sexual  activity,  the 
websjte  state*!.

Despite  being  the  recipient  of  more 
than  90%  of  federal  sex  education  fund¬ 
ing,  the  Teen  Pregnancy  Prevention 
Prtgram  has  not  drastieffily  decreased 
teen  premiancy,  according  to  a  report 
rrieaara  by  the  American  Journal  of 
Publk  Health. 

Some  80%  of  the  time,  participants 
in  the  program  fared  no  b^er  or  worse' 
than  other  teens  in  terms  of  preventing 
pr^nancy.  the  report  stated. 

■Teen  pregnancy  has  declined  sieadi- 
ly  over  the  past  20  ywrs,  acconiiug  to 
HHS.  but  America  still  has  one  of  the 
high^  teen  pregnancy  rates  among  dc- 
ceToped  countries. 

Valerie  Huber,  chief 
of  staff  at  the  HHS 
OfSce  of  Adolescent 
Health,  is  the  farmer 
president  and  CEO  of 
Ascend  and  was  a  chief 
proponent  of  the  HHS' 
cuts,  according  to  the 
Center  for  Investiga¬ 
tive  Reporting. 

In  an  October  op¬ 
ed  for  the  Daily  Caller,  Huber  high- 
lifted  the  importance  of  teen  sexual 
abstinence.  The  healthiest  message  for 
youth  is  one  that  gives  youth  the  skills 
and  information  to  avoid  the  risks  of 
teen  sex.  not  merely  reduce  them,’  Hu¬ 
ber  wrote. 

This  is  the  kind  of  message  we  give 
to  youth  when  we  encourage  them  not 
to  smoke,  to  ctxercise  more,  and  to  avoid 
underage  drinking,’  .she  observed. 

(Jpponents  of  the  HHS  cuts  say  a  lack 
of  federal  funding  for  contraceptive- 
based  programs  ww  increase  the  teen 
pregnancy  rate. 

Kelly  Wilson,  a 
health  and  kinesiol¬ 
ogy  profes.sor  at  Texas 
A&M  University  in 
College  Station  and 
lead  researcher  for 
its  Innovative  Teen 
Pregnancy  Prevention 
Programs  project,  told 
National  Public  Radio 
the  cuts  will  “impact  _ 
teens  across  the  nation.”
